Attorney General to review rape case

The Attorney General is to review the 
sentence given to a promising athlete 
following public outrage that he was 
handed a community order for the oral 
rape and sexual assault of a 12-year-old 
girl. 

Adam Hulin, 19, of Hookwood Cot¬ 
tages, in Hurst Lane, Headley, had 
pleaded guilty to oral rape and assault 
by penetration of the girl, who was five 
years younger than him, in Bookham in 
December 2012 and was sentenced at 
Guildford Crown Court last Wednesday. 

Because the victim was under 13 these 
are statutory offences which means 
they are unlawful regardless of intent 
or consent. 

Following the collapse of a trial for a 
third charge of rape, which Hulin had 
denied, the judge, Recorder George Law- 
son-Rogers QC, heard the evidence 
alone in what is known as a Newton 
hearing, and decided not to pursue the 
charge, although it will lie on file. 

At the sentencing Mr Lawson-Rogers 
said there was much to be said in 
Hulin’s favour and he felt that 100 hours 
of community service, a £60 victim sur¬ 
charge and six community reintegra¬ 
tion sessions was an appropriate 
sentence. 

He imposed no conditions preventing 
Hulin from contacting the victim, and 
did not mention that Hulin had been put 
on the sex offenders register for five 
years, although it subsequently 


emerged that this was the case. 

He added: “He has clear prospects for 
the future and is pursuing these at this 
time. I certainly wouldn’t want to do 
anything which would prejudice his fu¬ 
ture career.” 

The court report on epsomguardian. 
co.uk was read by tens of thousands 
around the country, with many express¬ 
ing outrage at the “leniency” of the 
sentence. 

Anger increased when Hulin com¬ 
mented on the story, and on Facebook 
and Twitter, repeating his claim in court 
that he did not know her age and that it 
was consensual - both of which the vic¬ 
tim has denied - in a bid to justify his 
actions. 

He said: “There was no ‘rape’ in my 
eyes at the time (me being a young, im¬ 
mature boy).” 

The victim’s mother then contacted 
this newspaper saying her daughter’s 
life had been ruined by Hulin’s actions 
and she had lost faith in the justice 
system. 

She said: “The outcome was absolutely 
ridiculous. He’s got away with a slap on 
the wrist. 

“He’s free now to hamper her future 
even more and is feeding people more 
lies.” 

Although some have argued people 
should trust the judge’s sentence as he 
alone has seen all the evidence, others 
were so incensed they wrote to the At¬ 
torney General, Dominic Grieve, asking 
him to refer the case to the Court of Ap¬ 
peal because it was unduly lenient.

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Male model who crashed car 
into house at 80 mph gets fine

A male model who ploughed 
his sports car into the side of 
a house at 80mph, with no in¬ 
surance and not in accor¬ 
dance with his driving 
licence, has walked away 
with a fine. 

After Storm Burger, 21, 
crashed his Audi A3 Quattro 
into the house in Higher 
Drive, Banstead - where the 
limit is 30mph - he told a po¬ 
lice officer he was more con¬ 
cerned about his looks than 
the damage he had caused. 

The crash happened short¬ 
ly after 7am on Friday, July 
26, last year. 

The 3.2 litre sports car hit 
the front wall of the property 
and then smashed into a 
Land Rover parked in the 
drive before embedding itself 
in an extension on the side of 
the house. 


The impact caused thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage 
to the property and caused 
the car’s engine to be hurled 
out of its bonnet and land 
eight metres away. 

Burger, of Garendon Gar¬ 
dens in Morden, had to be cut 
from the vehicle by firefight¬ 
ers but, amazingly, suffered 
no serious injuries. 

As he was taken to hospital 
he said he was worried about 
injuries to his face as he was 
due to fly to Ibiza for a photo¬ 
shoot with a fashion design¬ 
er. His passenger is believed 
to have suffered a broken 
nose. 

Home owner Angela Veglio, 
whose library extension was 
destroyed and whose car was 
severely damaged, was in bed 
upstairs when she heard 
what she thought was 
thunder. 

Ms Veglio said: “I was in 
bed wondering what I was 
going to do for the day. I love 
my car and it’s old. That 


saved the men’s lives, I think. 

“If my car hadn’t been 
there they would have gone 
through and hit the grand 
piano. I’m just glad they 
weren’t hurt. 

“I could have been down 
near the other side of that 
wall. My guardian angel was 
looking after me.” 

An accident investigator 
concluded there were no me¬ 
chanical defects on the car 
before the crash and neigh¬ 
bours told officers they 
heard an engine roaring 
prior to a loud smash as the 
car smashed into the house. 

Burger was ordered to pay 
£3,300 in fines or face six 
weeks in prison after being 
convicted of dangerous driv¬ 
ing, using a vehicle without 
insurance and driving not in 
accordance with a driving li¬ 
cence at Croydon Crown 
Court on April 16. He was dis¬ 
qualified for two years. 

Burger told the court he re¬ 
gretted what happened.

Two charged with prison mutiny 


Two men have been charged with 
prison mutiny and criminal dam¬ 
age after a group of prisoners bar¬ 
ricading themselves into a cell at 
High Down prison last October. 

Surrey Police officers were 
called to the prison, on the border 
between Banstead and Sutton, at 
6pm on Monday, October 21, after 
reports that prisoners had barri¬ 
caded themselves into a cell. 

Some of the prisoners involved 
were subsequently transferred to 
other prisons and an investigation 
into the incident followed. 

On Friday, Jordon Rowe, 20, of 
Leander Road, Thornton Heath 
was also charged with the same 
offences. 

Nathaniel Nickel Johnson, 23, of 
Barkworth Road, Southwark, 


London, was charged last Thurs¬ 
day with participating in prison 
mutiny and criminal damage. 

Both men are due to appear at 
South East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court later this month. 

High Down prison has come 
under scrutiny in recent months 
after complaints from relatives of 
inmates and ex-prison officers that 
staff shortages are causing prison¬ 
ers to stay locked in their cells for 
long periods of time, preventing 
them from attending rehabilitative 
classes. 

But in an exclusive interview 
with the Epsom Guardian in 
March, prison governor Ian Bick¬ 
ers insisted that there was no crisis 
and that prisoners and staff mem¬ 
bers felt safe. 


Central 
pot to fill 
potholes 


A significant share of a mul¬ 
timillion pound Government 
grant to fix potholes should 
be allocated to the county, ac¬ 
cording to the leader of Sur¬ 
rey County Council. 

The Government has re¬ 
leased £168m for the pothole 
fund and is encouraging 
councils to pledge the num¬ 
ber of potholes they aim to 
repair by March 2015 as they 
bid for extra funding. 

Recent floods caused £15m 
worth of damage to about 
2,500 Surrey roads, and coun¬ 
ty council leader David 
Hodge hoped the county 
would benefit. 

Mr Hodge said: “Given that 
Surrey contributes more in 
taxation to the UK economy 
than anywhere other than 
the City of London, keeping 
our county moving is impor¬ 
tant not only locally but also 
nationally. 

“And it’s time our residents 
and businesses saw some re¬ 
turn for this contribution, es¬ 
pecially because Surrey’s 
major roads also carry twice 
as much traffic as the nation¬ 
al average.”

This will only happen if he 
thinks the judge has made a 
signifcant error of principle 
in the sentencing and failure 
to correct it will damage pub¬ 
lic confidence. 

On Monday afternoon, Mr 
Grieve’s office tweeted: “We 
have had a number of re¬ 
quests to review the sentence 
of Adam Hulin for sexual of¬ 
fences. Only takes one request 
and process has started.” 

The victim’s family is mak¬ 
ing its own submission to Mr 
Grieve and her sister said: 
“I’m absolutely over the moon 
the sentence will be looked at 
again. 


“I’m hoping for a jail sen¬ 
tence to get the justice I don’t 
think has been done. 

“My sister has no life. It’s to¬ 
tally wrong. It’s destroyed our 
lives.” 

UK Criminal Law Blog also 
welcomed the decision and 
said it expects a decision with¬ 
in a fortnight. 

On its website, it said: “He 
will get all the facts and judge 
whether it is a suitable case 
for an appeal. 

“Even then, of course, it will 
be up to the Court of Appeal 
as to whether they feel the 
sentence is unduly lenient 
and, if so, whether it is appro¬ 
priate to increase it.” 

Jane Clare Jones, one of 


those who wrote to Mr Grieve, 
said in her letter: “Sexual as¬ 
sault is an attack on the very 
centre of personhood. 

“When a judge exhibits so 
much concern for the future 
of a young man, and so little 
for the future of his victim, it 
raises serious questions about 
the extent to which women 
and girls are seen to be full 
persons in the eyes of the 
law.” 

A number of rape crisis and 
women’s charities have also 
tweeted, encouraging people 
to write to Mr Grieve. 

Hulin has now removed his 
comments on Facebook and 
Twitter and appears to have 
closed his Twitter account.

Shop owner John Freeze, 
said the man ran in with an 
axe, smashed the glass, 
grabbed the watches and ran 
off.

“I will pay a £2,000 reward 
for the return of the watches.” 

He said the robber wore a 
black crash helmet with 
white skulls on it, a pair of

US links to 
stab attack

Police in the United States 
have searched the home of 
a man believed to have 
stabbed two people in Epsom 
over the Easter weekend. 

Following the stabbing of a 
brother and sister in a house 
in Hook Road at 4.30am on 
Good Friday, Surrey Police 
asked their US colleagues to 
search the home of Shane M 
Coffey, 19, in Weymouth 
near Boston. 

Although Surrey Police 
have refused to confirm or 
deny this, it is believed Mr 
Cofffey was the man arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of attempted 
murder after the attack and 
who is still being held in a 
secure hospital under the 
Mental Health Act. 

The man sustained head 
injuries during the incident 
according to police. 

The air ambulance team at 
the scene reported that the 
female victim, who is 18, 
had injuries to her upper 
arm and thorax, while a 
man, believed to be her 
brother, 22, suffered wounds 
to his head, lower leg 


and hand. 

According to information 
filed by US police in Quincy 
District Court, Mr Coffey is 
believed to have met the 
woman on an online gaming 
site. 

US newspapers are report¬ 
ing that he bought a plane 
ticket from Boston to Lon¬ 
don and booked a room at a 
hotel in Epsom, where he 
checked in on April 17. 

His house was searched by 
police the day after the 
attack and they recovered an 
Xbox games console, games, 
computer equipment and 
other items. 

The Patriot Ledger, in 
Weymouth, reported that po¬ 
lice Captain Richard Fuller 
said the investigation was 
being handled by Surrey po¬ 
lice and that the seized items 
will be turned over to them. 

He said: “All we’re doing is 
assisting them in securing 
evidence.” 

Reporters in the US, where 
the story has caused a sensa¬ 
tion, were unable to contact 
relatives of the man and 
neighbours claimed not to 
know him.

Campaign: 600 residents objected to controversial plan 

Greenbelt fears sees 
cemetery plan ditched

An MP, campaigners and resi¬ 
dents have hailed the withdrawal 
of plans for a huge cemetery as a 
major victory for the greenbelt. 

The applicant withdrew plans 
for a multi-faith cemetery and 
chapel in Croydon Lane, near 
Banstead Village, last week after 
a tidal wave of opposition from 
residents. 

Six hundred people submitted 
objections to Reigate and 
Banstead Council arguing that 
the development would harm the 
greenbelt with many highlight¬ 
ing traffic issues. 

Crispin Blunt MP, who repre¬ 
sents Banstead, was one of those 
opposing what he believes would 
have been “inappropriate devel¬ 
opment in the greenbelt”. 

Mr Blunt said: “My congratula¬ 
tions to Councillor Lynne Hack 
and colleagues for the way they 
alerted people to the concerns 
and ran the campaign. 

“My view is the greenbelt is ex¬ 
tremely precious and needs pro¬ 
tecting. The concern was it was 
not just a cemetery, but a chapel

and everything else that goes 
with it.” 

When asked about the principle 
of cemeteries in the greenbelt, he 
said: “I’m not wild about any 
greenbelt development, but it is 
one permitted in the greenbelt.” 

Danny Diodato, who leafleted 
residents and organised a meet¬ 
ing attended by hundreds of peo¬ 
ple in April, said he believes the 
plans would never have been 
granted planning permission. 


Mr Diodato said: “I’m pleased 
they withdrew and I hope they 
won’t come back. If they do we 
will be ready. 

“The majority of people want to 
protect the greenbelt that pro¬ 
tects the village. 

“That’s what makes Banstead a 
village” 

Last week, Justin Smith, man¬ 
aging director of planning agent 
Cemetery Development Services, 
said there had been false ru¬ 
mours that it would be Muslim 
burial site and the applicant felt 
that the press had stirred up 
“racial unpleasantness”. 

Dismissing the claims, Mr 
Diodato said: “It’s got nothing to 
do with that. 

“This is about the greenbelt 
and protecting Banstead.” 

Banstead resident Jack 
Wingate said he had been 
through the hundreds of objec¬ 
tions sent to the council, but only 
a tiny handful supported the 
plans or remained neutral. 

Of the community response, he 
said: “The planning officer said 
they have never seen anything 
like it. 

“It’s big and unusual. 

“It’s rare so many people get 
together.”

Body-building student 
killed by internet drags

A body-building obsessed 
teenager accidentally killed 
himself by taking deadly 
tablets in a bid to make the 
Indian rugby team, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

Sarmad Alladin, 18, an art 
and design student at 
Epsom’s University for the 
Creative Arts (UCA) who 
lived in Wilberforce Court on 
its campus, died in Epsom 
Hospital last February after 
taking DNP - a fat-burning 
drug that he bought over the 
internet from an unknown 
source. 

On Monday, Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court heard that Mr Al¬ 
ladin, the son of an Indian 
millionaire originally from 
Hyderabad, failed to turn up 
to many classes and had 
made body-building “the 
main aim in his life”. 

Mr Alladin - whose family 


did not attend the inquest 
into his death - called 999 at 
3.25am on February 13 last 
year with stomach pains and 
a high temperature. 

He died three hours later at 
Epsom Hospital. 

Coroner Michael Burgess 
said: “The deceased admitted 
taking DNP to lose 
weight, purchased from the 
internet.” 

Police found pots of pills 
and tablets in his room - in¬ 
cluding DNP - as well as 
clean and used needles and 
many different supplements. 

Dr Ali Alhakim, who con¬ 
ducted a post mortem exami¬ 
nation on Mr Alladin’s body, 
found a high concentration of 
the drug in his blood and said 
his death was caused by the 
taking of DNP. 

Dr Alhakim said that Mr 
Alladin had stretch marks on 
his shoulders, chest and his 
back - suggesting a recent in¬ 
crease in muscle mass be¬ 
neath the skin. 

Mr Alladin started at UCA 


Epsom in October 2012. Be¬ 
fore this he had attended the 
independent King’s School, 
Rochester, and a college in 
Cambridge. 

Daniel James, who studied 
with Mr Alladin in Rochester 
and Epsom, said that keeping 
in good physical shape be¬ 
came “the main aim in his 
life” when he started at UCA. 

He added: “I am not sure 
anyone knew him that much. 
He said he never really spoke 
about his parents or family.” 

Dr Jenny Newell, a GP at 
Cambridge, saw a “pumped- 
up” Mr Alladin nine months 
before his death and said she 
was not surprised about what 
happened. 

She said: “I was alarmed by 
the number of medications 
he had in his possession. He 
had ordered various things 
over the internet. 

“I told him what he was 
doing was stupid and danger¬ 
ous, but he was resolute in 
his belief that these were 
necessary to get him into the 


Indian rugby team.” 

His GP in Epsom, Dr Nigel 
McKee, said: “There was 
quite a lot of talk about how 
he was a disappointment to 
his family and he implied his 
father was a body-builder 
and he wanted to emulate 
him.” 

Dr Simon Olfield-Kerr, 
vice-chancellor of UCA, said 
all students were issued with 
a warning about the drug on 
the day Mr Alladin died and 
said there was no evidence 
other students were using it. 

Giving his verdict, Mr 
Burgess said: “His death was 
due to accident. The uninten¬ 
tional consequences of an ac¬ 
tion that he initiated 
himself.” 

In January, the families of 
another two young people 
who died after taking DNP 
called for it to be made a class 
C drug to criminalise its pos¬ 
session and supply. 

At least four other people 
have died in the UK after tak¬ 
ing DNP. 


UKIP steps up bid to secure council seats 


UKIP is hoping to gain a 
foothold in Leatherhead, 
Ashtead and Banstead in the 
upcoming council elections. 

A third of councillors are 
up for election at Mole Valley 
Council, where no party has 
overall control, and Conser¬ 
vative-led Reigate and 
Banstead Council. No seats 
in Epsom are up for grabs 
this year. Local and Euro¬ 
pean elections are on the 
same day, Thursday, May 22. 


UKIP is challenging for 
every seat in both councils 
this year, fielding 50 per cent 
more candidates than in 2012 
when it did not win a seat. 

Mole Valley Council has 17 
Liberal Democrats, 15 Con¬ 
servatives, eight indepen¬ 
dents and one Social 
Democrat, while the execu¬ 
tive is a coalition of Conser¬ 
vative and independent 
councillors. 

Conservative member for 


Leatherhead South, Council¬ 
lor David Sharland - who is 
chairman of the council - 
and North Leatherhead Lib 
Dem Councillor Dave 
Howarth are not standing 
again. 

Independent Councillor 
Richard Brooke, who repre¬ 
sented Ashtead Park, has al¬ 
ready resigned after a work 
transfer to the Netherlands. 

Reigate and Banstead

There is no reason for Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals to split 
according to the trust’s new chief 
executive. 

After years of financial prob¬ 
lems, Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust is 
now breaking even according to 
Chrisha Alagaratnam, who was 
previously the trust’s financial 
director and is now running the 
trust while Matthew Hopkins is 
seconded elsewhere. 

In an interview with this news¬ 
paper last week she said that, 
combined with high patient sat¬ 
isfaction ratings, should protect 
the hospitals’ services in any fu¬ 
ture reviews. 

And she revealed that the trust 
has a five-year plan that does not 
involve St Helier and Epsom Hos¬ 
pitals separating - despite doc¬ 
tors in Surrey voting to leave the 
controversial Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review ear¬ 
lier this year while doctors in 
Sutton remained in support of it. 

She added: “There’s no reason 
for them to split up - we are 
strong as a trust.” 

Services at both hospitals were 
placed under threat by BSBV 
that proposed axing maternity 
and A&E services. 

Although the review was 
scrapped earlier this year and, a 
future review is planned, but it is 
hoped the hospital’s new-found 


financial stability will mean 
services are safe. 

The trust has implemented a 
range of cost-saving policies in 
the past three years that have 
helped it go from a predicted 
£19m deficit to a £7.4m deficit last 
year and break-even point this 
year. 

Ms Alagaratnam said: “This 
year we’re posting a break-even 
position. We’ve been on trajecto¬ 
ry for this for the last three 
years. 

“The best thing about it is that 
we’ve been able to improve the 
quality of care in that time.” 

She said the cost savings had 
been achieved through various 
means, particularly cutting 
down the use of agency staff and 
sharing facilities across the two 
sites. 

She added: “There have been 11 
strategic reviews in the last nine 


or 10 years, and BSBV was the 
latest. From the trust’s point of 
view, for the last few months 
we’ve just been working on our 
own plan to make sure the trust 
has a viable future - breaking 
even is an important part of that. 

“The best thing we can do is to 
continue to provide care to pa¬ 
tients and to make sure our fi¬ 
nances are continuing to improve. 

“We’re here to stay. This is a 
brilliant hospital and we have 
fantastic staff and fantastic 
volunteers.” 

St Helier was dealt a blow re¬ 
cently when plans to invest 
£219m for a large-scale redevel¬ 
opment of the site were shelved. 

Ms Alagaratnam said that plan 
was first revealed in 2009 and 
that since then situations have 
changed but there is a plan to in¬ 
vest £78m over upgrades in the 
next five years.

Gardener ‘too ill’ to face 
fraud and blackmail trial

A gardener accused of black¬ 
mailing, threatening and de¬ 
frauding pensioners as old as 
95 failed to appear in court on 
Friday because of psychiatric 
problems. 

Benjamin Brown, 60, of Cox 
Lane, in Epsom, was charged 
with 21 offences in January. 

It is alleged that between 
November 2011 and April last 
year, Mr Brown preyed on 10 
elderly and vulnerable vic¬ 
tims, aged between 63 and 94, 
in Epsom, Tadworth and sur¬ 
rounding areas after under¬ 
taking gardening and 
building work at their 
properties. 

The offences he is accused of 


include fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation, knowingly or reck¬ 
lessly engaging in a 
commercial practice which 
was unfair, dishonestly failing 
to disclose information to 
make a gain or cause another 
loss, blackmail, threatening 
to destroy property, 
damaging property, and 
money laundering. 

Surrey County Council, 
which has compiled the evi¬ 
dence against him, estimates 
he caused financial detriment 
to his victims amounting to 
£89,950. 

But, Mr Brown, who traded 
as Home Care Property Main¬ 
tenance and Green Fingers, 
did not attend a preliminary 
hearing for the offences at 
Guildford Crown Court last 
week because he is now suf¬ 
fering from “depression and 


psychological and psychiatric 
issues”, according to his bar¬ 
rister Ed Butler. 

He told the court: “What has 
been going on are extensive 
negotiations between the 
Crown and the defence with a 
view to resolving this case. 
Those negotiations have had a 
setback because of the defen¬ 
dant’s health.” 

Mr Butler said that Croydon 
trading standards is pursuing 
another case against Mr 
Brown, which is running par¬ 
allel to this one, but that it has 
also been adjourned due to his 
ill-health. 

The barrister said Mr 
Brown was “unable to cope”, 
transferred by his doctors to a 
community mental health 
team on Thursday and is 
awaiting a diagnosis. 

He said: “Mr Brown is not a 


healthy man. At a conference 
three weeks ago he brought 
the significant bag of medica¬ 
tions he takes.” 

Mr Butler said a date for a 
provisional trial should be 
confirmed for January 2015. 

But Mr Crorie, prosecuting, 
argued the case should be 
heard sooner as it involves 21 
witnesses - many of them el¬ 
derly. He said the eldest and 
most significant of them is 95 
and another is a wheelchair- 
bound 92-year-old in ill- 
health. 

The judge Recorder Jack 
Bayliss agreed with Mr Crorie 
and said a provisional date in 
November would be set for 
the trial once questions over 
his medical fitness were 
answered. 

He remains on uncondition¬ 
al bail.

Care homes refused

Applause greeted the decision by 
councillors last week to refuse 
planning permission for a con¬ 
troversial care home. 

Contrary to the advice of 
Epsom Council’s planning offi¬ 
cers, councillors voted on Thurs¬ 
day night to refuse permission 
for 150 units for elderly and in¬ 
firm residents on Nescot Col¬ 
lege’s animal husbandry site in 
Reigate Road, Ewell. 

Another planning application 
for 91 homes on the rest of the 
14-acre site will be considered at 
a future meeting as the college 
tries to raise funds for the reno¬ 
vation of its campus. 

About 50 people, mainly resi¬ 
dents opposed to the develop¬ 
ment, watched from the public 
gallery as seven councillors 
voted against the development, 
three voted in favour and one ab¬ 
stained at Epsom town hall. 

Councillor David Wood, who 
made the case for refusal, said 
the “overbearing” care home 
building would stretch 44ft into 
the sky above the Ewell bypass. 

Coun Wood said: “The really 
overwhelming [reason] is this 
application is a case of overde¬ 
velopment. There’s just too 
much being asked for on that 
site. The parking provision is in¬ 
adequate there.” 

He said the developer 


contributions, known as the S106 
agreements, were also inade¬ 
quate and raised concerns over 
the absence of affordable hous¬ 
ing and the need for an archaeo¬ 
logical evaluation. 

Nescot’s partner the Goodman 
Group had submitted the plan¬ 
ning application and its manag¬ 
ing director Simon Webster told 
the council it would provide 
“high quality” dementia and 
nursing care as well as assisted 
living. 

He said: “We have a unique 
opportunity here to create an 
intergenerational community 
serving both the growing needs 
of the aging population, but also 
the young people of Epsom and 
Ewell.” 

Nescot’s principal, Sunaina 
Mann, said: “The opportunity 
for the college to work with the 
Goodman Group to provide op¬ 
portunities for our students will 
be invaluable by acquiring skills 


in a real work environment. 

“We need the funds which the 
sale of the farm site will provide 
to continue to invest in our out¬ 
standing model teaching envi¬ 
ronment that all of us can be 
proud of.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Anna Jones said the provision of 
work experience for students 
was “laudable”, but she could 
see no evidence that there was a 
need for this kind of care home 
in Ewell. 

He said: “We are getting a bit of 
a raw deal for such an important 
and historic area. I’m really dis¬ 
appointed by the Section 106. It’s 
a wasted opportunity.” 

Councillor Clive Smitheram 
said it would not be safe to turn 
right on to Reigate Road and sur¬ 
rounding streets are already 
“over laden” with cars. 

He said: “Goodness knows 
what is going to happen. It’s a 
recipe for disaster.”

RETAILERS’ REPRIEVE: Village parking bays to stay 

Council’s llth-hour 
decision to save bays

Parking bays in a congested 
village have been saved at the 
11th hour to the relief of 
worried traders. 

Surrey Country Council was 
scheduled to get rid of the bays 
in Ewell High Street on Monday 
as part of a trial to tackle 
congestion and air pollution. 

But following uproar from 
shopkeepers last week, a coun¬ 
cillor stepped in and secured a 
stay of execution. 

New double yellow lines were 
still painted along the street as 
planned this week. 

Councillor John Beckett spoke 
with traders over the weekend 
and emailed late on Sunday 
night to ask council officers to 
keep the eight bays and change 
the parking times instead. 

Coun Beckett said: “It’s an 
emotional subject. 

“I feel sorry for traders be¬ 
cause they have just got over six 
weeks of gas works and it’s an 
unfortunate timing issue.” 

He said he had suggested 
reducing the waiting time to 30 
minutes, which would still give 
people time to pop into shops 
and pick up dry-cleaning on the 
high street. 

Mark Peach, from computer 
repair shop Fastfixyourpc.com, 
said they were informed about 
the removal of the parking 
spaces last Thursday - a move 
that would have killed off trade. 


Mr Peach said: “There’s been 
zero consultation. We under¬ 
stand it was an air quality issue 
but they did not consult any of 
the traders at all.” 

He said these parking bays 
were taken out during recent 
gas works. 

He added: “Footfall went off a 
cliff. It was a nightmare.” 

He thanked Coun Beckett and 
Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling for intervening to save 
the bays, but feared the double 
yellow lines could discourage 


restaurant patrons at night. 

In March at an Epsom and 
Ewell local committee meeting, 
it was recommended that park¬ 
ing changes were tested and a 
public consultation carried to 
during the trial. 

The council paper said: “It is 
recognised that the removal of 
parking may be a contentious 
proposal. 

“Therefore it is recommended 
to make the parking changes 
using the experimental traffic 
regulation order procedure.” 


MP: No need for more traveller sites 


Epsom does not need any more 
gypsy and traveller sites, accord¬ 
ing to its MP, who said he will 
stongly oppose any plans to 
develop any new permanent 
camps in the borough. 

Chris Grayling made the 
strongly-worded admission in an 
email to constituents on Monday, 
April 28. 

He said: “Epsom and Ewell is a 
small borough and already 
has two sites for the traveller 
community, in Cox Lane and 
Kiln Lane. 

’’While there is an identified 
need for sites in some parts of 
the country, I am wholly unper¬ 
suaded that there is any reason 


for this borough to have more 
than two sites. 

“The borough has not yet 
brought forward any detailed 
plans, and may in the end decide 
not to do so. But I wanted to let 
you know that I will strongly 
oppose any new development.” 

His comments come after an 
all-party group of councillors 
was formed earlier this month to 
discuss potential new sites for 
gypsy and traveller camps in 
Epsom and Ewell. 

The working group was formed 
after Epsom Council sparked 
controversy by not consulting all 
councillors on the issue earlier 
this year. 


The council announced at the 
start of the year that it was re¬ 
viewing where new, permanent 
sites could be built - something 
the Government has said it must 
plan for. 

But in February, heated public 
debate was ignited after one 
councillor revealed that a por¬ 
tion of Hook Road Arena and 
areas of scrubland around the 
smart Manor Park housing de¬ 
velopment were on the list, while 
the majority of Epsom’s council¬ 
lors were unaware of the review 
altogether. 

The council has said that it is 
required to find 20 new pitches 
by 2026.

A ward-winning come¬ 
dian and TV star 
Miles Jupp is bring¬ 
ing his brand of smart, affa¬ 
bly posh stand-up to Epsom 
Playhouse, writes Koel 
Mukherjee. 

You may have seen the 34- 
year-old as hapless press of¬ 
ficer John Duggan in the 
Thick of It, Nigel in ecclesi¬ 
astical comedy Rev, and 
even in children’s show 
Balamory. 

However, stand-up is 
where Jupp, “one of the 
poshest voices in comedy”, 
expresses who 
he is, winning 
So You Think 
You’re Funny? in 
his early career an^ 
plaudits for his 2011 show 
Fibber in the Heat - 
which explored his expe¬ 
rience as an accidental 
cricket reporter and his 
obsession with the game. 

This time round, Jupp 
has more of himself to re¬ 
veal. The father-of-four chil¬ 
dren, he is unsurprisingly 
preoccupied with parent¬ 
hood, loves to eat well, has 
opinions on current affairs, 
and, though his acting ca¬ 
reer is thriving, he still gets 
starstruck - most recently 
while starring in the George 
Clooney hit The Monu¬ 
ments Men. 

He says: “I thought he 
might be stand-offish as he’s 
such a big Hollywood star, 
but he wasn’t. He was just 
like everyone else.” 

A master of plummy self- 
deprecation, Jupp describes 
his new show as: “Just me 
telling stories in a needless¬ 
ly wordy 90 minutes.” 

Tackling the big topics as 
well as the everyday, 
the material explores 
fatherhood, the news, 
and things that make 
him angry - of which 
there are plenty. A 
recent nasty en¬ 
counter with a phone 
charger that hit him 
in the eye “was like 
being shot.” 

The material de¬ 
ploys that posh voice 
in ways you wouldn’t ex¬ 
pect, with emotions brought 
to the surface, and political 
opinions that may 
confound 
assumptions. 

He says: “Call¬ 
ing someone 
posh as an in¬ 
sult seems to 
me rather 
unfair. By 


all means hate David 
Cameron for his poli¬ 
cies but not because 
he’s posh. Play the 
ball, not the man.” 

The funnyman 
won’t be leaving our 
screens anytime soon, 
with Rev series three 
just wrapping up and a new 
BBC sitcom on the way. 
However this show is a 
chance to see him in his nat¬ 
ural environment - on 
stage, using self-effac¬ 
ing wit and awk¬ 
ward charm. 
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W hen I was a kid my at¬ 
tention was drawn by 
second-hand cameras 
at jumble sales.

Film-based photography is no 
longer king, but it has reinvent¬ 
ed itself under the banner of 
analogue, and is being em¬ 
braced by experimenters

industry spent decades trying 
to eradicate - are now 
celebrated. 

The new popularity of lo-fi 
creativity is possibly a reaction 
to the reliable precision of mod¬ 
ern cameras.

Some are simple reproductions 
of 1960s low-cost cameras, oth¬ 
ers produce curious effects 
such as multiple images, film 
sprocket holes or fisheye 
distortion.

lower than in December 2012 (20 per 
cent). The introduction of The Help-to- 
buy scheme, recently extended until 
2020, has helped, with over 17,000 
homes having been bought under the 
scheme in its first nine months, 88 per 
cent of which were purchased by first¬ 
time buyers.

New property needed 


A new Halifax report estimates that 
232,000 new homes need to be built 
each year to accommodate Generation 
Rent and meet demand from buy-to-let 
investors and first time buyers. 

Almost half - 48 per cent - of the 20- 
45 year olds and their parents who were 
surveyed for the Halifax report believed 
Britain will be a nation of renters within 
five years. 

However, 41 per cent of those over 35 
said home ownership is "less important 
than a generation ago," as the stigma 
associated with renting reduces. 

"Renting has come to be seen as more 
of a lifestyle option, with the number of 
respondents worried about renting hav¬ 


ing an impact on their retirement drop¬ 
ping from 57 per cent to 51 per cent," 
said a Halifax spokesperson. 

Rising house prices and the need to 
raise larger deposits are credited with 
the advent of'Generation Rent' - those 
unable to get on the property market or 
simply have no desire to do so. The sur¬ 
vey found 35 percent of those surveyed 
fell into this category. 

However, the chartered surveyors' 
body, LSL report, has reported that only 
10 per cent of tenants who responded 
to their own survey in January believed 
they would never be able to afford to 
buy. This is lower than those surveyed 
in December 2013 (12 per cent) and far
